The omission is significant. It suggests that, 
not even in the heart of the corn belt are the 
Democrats venturing to interpret the Democratic 
platform as adopted at Houston as a declaration 
in favor of the McNary idea. | \ 
Did the Houston platform indorse the equaliza- 
tion fee and pledge the candidates of the party 
to it? Nobody knows. The words of the platform 
are ambiguous. The McNary-Haugen bill is not 
mentioned directly or indirectly. Many of the 
leaders of farmers’ organizations seem to think 
that the Democrats are for the bill, but the prin- 
cipal Democratic candidates are careful not to 
commit themselves. The answer must come from 
Gov. Smith himself. 

Gov. Smith in his telegram of acceptance was 
admirably clear in his opposition to prohibition, 
but he was vague regarding his agricultural pro- 
‘gram. ‘The governor prides himself upon his 
forthrightness; when asked about the Platt amend- [ 
ment he did not hesitate to say he didn't know 
what it was all about. He cannot admit an equal 
ignorance with respect to agricultural problems, 
because agricultural relief is one of two or three 
principal issues in the campaign. Ignorance there 
would be tantamount to indifference to the wel- 
fare of the millions on the farm, to say nothing 
of those whose livelihood depends directly on farm 
prosperity. 
In the few weeks since the nomination the gov- 
ernor has impressefl the public with the sturdi- 
ness of his character. The impression is founded 
in large measure, we are confident, upon his can- 
dor. He cannot keep the good will he has won 
if he refuses to discuss in a forthright manner | 
his views on one of the principal issues. 
Admittedly, the issue is not an easy one for a 
man in Gov. Smith’s position to meet with frank- 
ness. To win, the governor has to carry eastern! 
states with their crowded cities and he must ‘pick 
up some agricultural states as well. He might 
win agricultural states if hé indorsed the McNary 
bill unequivocally, but he would then give an open- 
ing to the Republicans to campaign against him 
in the cities with the argument that he advocates 
a measure which will raise the price of bread. 
Gov. Smith and his party have sought to a 
the issue of the full dinner pail by indorsing the 
Republican policy of tariff protection and by en-, 
listing representatives of big business. If the 
governor now indorses the McNary bill he will 
have to face an old-fashioned Republican assault 
on the issue that time affer time has brought 
victory in the industrial states to the Republican 
party. All his efforts to purge his party of the 
charge of economic instability will have been 
wasted. 

On the other hand, if the governor flatly op- 
poses the McNary bill he will have surrendered 
the only powerful argument he had with which to 
turn voters in the agricultural west from their 
traditional allegiance to the Republican party. 
If he remains Silent he will surrender his claim 
on the popular imagination as a man of trans- 
parent candor. On the farm issue he will present 
a sorry contrast to Mr. Hoover, who has dared to 
declare himself tn opposition to the equalization 
fee, though no one knows better than Mr. Hoover 
that without the corn belt his chances of victory 


are slim. | 
WHY NOT? |
